Menlo Park’s petition for mermiss- 
ion to incorporate came before the 
supervisors last Monday for hearing 


with the names of 55 
residents signed to it. The petition 
was presented by Attorney Joseph 
Gordon of the firm of 
Gordon. 

A proptest was filed by Roger 
Reynolds and some twenty or more 
others owning acreage in the north- 
ern part of the district sought to be 
incorporated and following the read- 
ing of the protest by the clerk, Attor- 
ney Gordon addressed the board and 
stated that there wags no intention on 
the part of the petitioners to try to 
force these people into the city. 

Followin ga partial hearing, act- 
ion calling for the election to vote 
on the incorporation of the town was 
cntinued for one week in order to 
give the county engineer time in 
which to altar the boundary lines to 
exclude this ‘territory. 

There seem to be many reasons 
for the incorporation of Menlo Park 
and no good reason why it shouta 
nt be inerporated. Take for instance 
the little matter of insurance rates 
which all, or nearly all are compelled 
to pay, and look at the saving that 
will be made in a year or so 
Enough money would. be saved on 
insurance premiums to more than 
offset any increase in taxes that can 
possibly be made, many times over.

OFFERED FOR UNITED STATES

As a result of arrangements made 
by the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company and the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corporation, 
telephone ocmmunication between the 
United States and several of the prin- 
cipal cities of Mexico was opened Fri- 
day morning, September 30th, it is an- 
nounced by the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. 

It is now possible to talk from any 
Bell System point to Mexico City, Pu- 
eblo, Tampico, San Luis Potosi, Vic- 
toria, Saltillo, Monterey, and Nuevo 
Laredo.

The steamer “California,” the larg- 
est boat ever built in America, was 
| launched at Newport News, Virginia, 
last Saturday. This boat will be in 
the California to New York service of 
‘the Panama Pacific Lines and will 
make its maiden voyage in January, 
1928. 

Another pay roll. was assured Los 
Angeles industry during the last week 
when the Western Concrete Pipe Com- 
pany announced the purchase of forty 
acres on which to build a $300,000 fac- 
tory which will employ 600 men. The 
property is situated at South Gate In- 
dustrial Center on Manchester avenue, 
and its cost was $220.000. 

Nearly 100,000 persona entered Cali- 
fornia by automobile during August 
of this year, it is revealed in the re- 
port of the first actual count of pas- 
sengers in automobiles crossing the 
State borders. A communication from 
the State Department of Agriculture 
| to the Automobile Club of Southern 


| California touring bureau shows that 
43,536 persons in 13,022 cars entered 
via Southern California routes on the 
eastern border during the thirty-one 
days of last month. 

Feeding fish by electricity is an inno- 
vation in trout rearing to be initiated 
by the Fresno County Sportsmen’s 
Club in its rearing pond at Dinkey 
creek.”

Operating of illicit stills, hidden in 
sylvan glades, will no longer be able 
to protect their investment by watch- 
ing highways and woodland lanes 
when aerial plans of E. R. Bohner, 
federal prohibition administrater for 
California, are carried into effect. 
Bohner announced last week that 
within a few days an airplane 
“equipped with binoculars and a 
sense of smell” would take the air 
and sail here and there on a stil]-hunt. 
This will be the first use of airplanes 
for rum scouting in the history of 
California prohibition enforcement, 
Bohner said. 

State traffic officers are to be re- 
turned to thefr motorcycles by an 
order issued last week by Frank G. 
Snook, chief of the state division of 
motor vehicles. During the past few 
years, Snook pointed out. there has 
been a tendency for the traffic police 
to forsake motorcycles for touring 
ears. The practice became so general 
that when Snook became motor ve- 
hicle chief nearly half of the traffic 
force were driving automobiles, Snook 
believes that the use of the motor 
cars has impaired the efficiency of the 
squad, particularly in view of the fact 
that the automobiles driven by many 
of the officers are incapable of match- 
ing speed with some of the more 
powerful cars they are called upon to 
pursue. 

In order to decrease the number of 
accidents on the State highways the 
Railroad Commission announced its 
intention last week of adding a new 
general order to its code, covering 
auto stage passenger operators, The 
new_order will require all Stage oper- 
ators to wire or telegraph the Rail- 
road Commission immediately after 
accidents on their lines have occured. 
Directly after they have finighed com- 
plying with the requirement they also 
will be compelled to submit a written 
report describing the accident in de- 
tail. These two stipulations in the 
order will enable the commission to 
institute an immediate investigation 
of highway accidents all over the 
State. 

Hot weather made the outdoor com- 
munity swimming pool at Brawley, 
Imperial Valley so uncomfortable that 
the city council decided to coma to the 
relief of swimmers by having five .ons 
oi ice dumped into the pool. 

Aetual taxable wealth in the city 
of Oakland was set at $835,703,620 
last week in a resolution made by the 
City Council for the information of 
the financial market. The figure was 
computed from Alameda county as- 
sessment rolls for 1927-28, and tg the 
so-called “true value” that bears 
a 10 to 3 ratio to the assessed valu- 
ation.

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California’s greatest highway traf- 
fic for a given area is in the nine 
counties of the San Francisco Bay dis- 
trict, State Highway Engineer Robert 
M. Morton announced last week as a 
result of the State’s latest traffic 
count taken at 700 selected points. 
The census also showed that 25 per 
cent of each week’s traffic through- 
out the State generally comes on Sun- 
day. 

Kern River district, one of the old- 
est producers of oil in California, con- 
tinues to put forth the greatest effort 
in development of new wells as indi- 
ca.ed in the weekly report of the state 
oil and gas supervisor. During the 
past week, five new holes, were begun 
there while one other well was spud- 
ded in near Buttonwillow in wildcat 
territory. 

Operating revenues for the entire 
system of all public utilities operating 
in the state of California during 1926 
aggregated $1,001,170,243.26, as com- 
pared with $955,250,075.80 for 1925, an 
increase of $45,940,167.46, according 
to the annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Finance and Accounts of the 
Railroad Commission just compiled by 
W. C. Fankhauser, financial expert of 
the commission. 

How long will it take to motor over 
all the roads in California? This cas- 
aul inquiry coming usually from out- 
of-state tourists brings vague answers. 
Figures of existing roads in this 
state, compiled by the California State 
Automobile Association, show that a 
motorist traveling 200 miles a uay 
would require 385 days to traverse 
every road once. The total mileage 
is 77,000. Should the motorist de- 
cide to make the trip merely over the 
state highway system, the tour could 
be accomplished in approximately 33 
days as the total state system is 6,591 
milgs. 

Ducks, geese, jacksnipe and mud- 
hens will be the lawful prey of nim- 
rods, starting October 1, until the 15th 
of January. After a miserable season 
last year, in which the shooting was 
the poorest in general ever known to 
the state, the sportsmen are hoping 
for a better year. 

Allocation of San Diego destroyers 
at various Superior California ports 
for Navy Day, October 27th, was an- 
nounced last week by Rear Admiral 
Luke McNamee, destroyer force com- 
mander. The ships will be distributed 
as follows. Benicia, destroyer Moody; 
Martinez, destroyer Hull; Eureka, de- 
stroyers William Jones and J. F. 


Burnes; Crescent City, destroyers 
Farragut and Thompson. 
Congressman Charles F. Curry’s 


proposed national legislation pledg- 
ing the Federal government to stand 
one-third of the $51,000,000 cost of 
Northern California’s flood control 
project was last week declared “fair 
and reasonable” by Congressman John 
Q. Tilson of Connecticut, Republican 
floor leader in the House of Represen- 
tatives. Congressman Tilson complet- 
ed a tour of the flood control dis- 


tricts last week. Under Congressman 
Curry’s bill the State government, the 
Federal government and the land 
owners would each stand one-third of 
the total expense of flood control 
work, 

Chico, Butte County, has been as- 
sured of the construction in the city 
limits of a powdered milk and by- 
products plant which will use, 60,000 
pounds fo raw milk a day, the product 
of 2,500 dairy cows. This is the an- 
nouncement made by 8. L. Bainbridge, 
city counciiman and president of the 
Chico Real Estate Board. The plant 
will be ready for operation and con- 
tracts will be signed by dairymen by 
January 15th. It will represent an 
investment of about $40,000. It ts 
estimated that the cash returned to 
farmers will approximate $33,000 per 
month. 

A substantial growth in commerce 
and industry in California for the fis- 
cal year ended June 80, 1927, is shown 
by figures compiled by the statistician 
of the state banking department. In 
making a general estimate of progrezs 
throughout the state the figures f*r 
total resources of banks operating in 
the state were used as a general guide 
to the progress of commerce and in- 
dustry. The figure for June 380, 1926, 
was $3,706,466,000, which represented 
an increase of $214,081,000 over the 
previous year or 6.1 per cent. The 
total for the present year is $3,833,938,- 
000, an increase of $127,492,000 or 8-4 
per cent over the total for 1926. This 
constitutes a lesser gain than that 
recorded for 1926 but it is neverthe- 
less a very substantial one. 

Plans for the San Joaquin County 
Water Pageant and Regatta to be 
staged in Stockton October 1 and 2 
have gained such momentum that they 
are requiring the attention of 150 
active committeemen. A two-fold pur- 
pose behind it, the regatta will serve 
as a celebration over Federal recogni- 
tion of the $6,000,000 Stockton deep 
water project and as a medium for 
reviving water sports in that city. 
Stockton, at one time, was one of the 
leading cities on the Pacific Coast in 
water sports, Committeemen for the 
coming regatta will serve as a nucleus 
for the Stockton Regatta Association 
which will sponsor annual regattas in 
that city. 

The state-wide epidemic of infan- 
tile paralysis, which has been preval- 
ent in California since early Summer, 
shows no signs of abatement in the 
number of new cases reported to the 
state department of public health last 
week. In that period seventy-one 
cases were reported, which is only a 
trifle above the average for the pre- 
ceding several weeks. Dr. C. H. Hal- 
liday, chief epidemiologist of the de- 
partment, stated last week that in his 
opinion the peak of the disease has 
been reached in Superior California, 
and that succeeding weeks will show a 
steady decrease.

One hundred years after its discov- 
ery, a Celtic cross more than cne 
thousand years old was erected during 
a ceremony held recently in St. Pat- 
rick’s church, Ballymena, Ireland. The 
cross was unearthed in 1827 while a 
ditch was being dug in the Kircon- 
riola church yard, near Ballymena. 
and placed in the tower of the church, 
where it remained until 1879, when 
the church was burned. It was lost 
until recently, and was found broken 
in three pieces in the cellar of Bally- 
mena castle, The cross is of rough, 
hard limestone, 22 inches long and 
about 8 inches thick. The inscrip- 
tion was carved early in the Tenth 
century.
